T is nat without, ; great cauſe, | nor Lo EE 
great conſideration, thatiwe make this ad-- 
dreſſe to your Lordſhips3 we have been 
alwayes very unwilling to give you: the- 
trctiBle, mack to the offence of anything. 
that concerns us, further then the Publique Liherty 
you have profeſſed. to maintaine, ( and which

we think and alwaies ;ndged to be the Baſis and 
ſureſt foundation of this happy and famous State 
and Commonwealth) did licenſe and. indulge 
Us, | 
Weeannot but remember thoſe inducements 
in our ſelves, that we ſay not invitation from the 

Cuſtome, and Practiſe and Lawes of theſe Pro- 

vinces, that drew us to take up and fix our Reſi- 

dence here; and we cannot bur with all thanks 

fullneſſetof mind as to qur particulars, acknow- 

ledge'the benefits and favours beſides the Com- 

mon protection we have received in this place of 
otir ſojourning, by which the ſorrows & difficul-. 
ties which "attead people Exiled, or otherwayes. 
compelled to! Abandon their beloved Native 

Countries, have been greatly alleviated and 
leſſ:ned to us, if ftiot' wholly, Abated and Re- 

moved. | 0 

"Nor {hall we: ever be wanting inall Humble, 
Dygtiſul and:Civil Demeanour,iri a peaceable and 
orderly. ſubjetioito.the Magiltracy ſet over us 
(thoughfaHely traduced by our Adverſaries,, as 
if our Principles were eamity againſt all Govern- 
ment ) to teſtifie our gratitude to your Lordfhipe, 
whoſe Glorious and juſt Dominion we eſteem as 
raiſed'by God to rhis Greatneſle, as having been 
the Aſylum and SanCtuary of his afflited and 
perſecuted Churches; 

- But amidſt theſe Gratulations we, crave your. 
pardon''my Lords, while we declare our ſenti- 
ments df a late ſtate occurrence, which ſeems. in 
many cireumſtances thereof” not obliquely to- 

point 


point at our Condition, and to endanger the en- 
Joyment of thoſe privitedges and immunities 
which have hitherto been ſo carefully and invio- 
fably preſerved towards all Forraigners. The 
matter is this; | 

We underſtand that fome Engliſh Exiles 
comming down out of Germany into this Pro- 
vince of Holland, as a more convenient refuge 
and ſhelter, or rather drawn hither as toa ſnare 
and trap, for the near conveyance of it as to their 
reſhipping again for England, were ſeized on ac 
Delfe, by Sir George Downing the Reſident of the 
King of Great Brittaiz, by a warrant from your 
Lordſnips, and fecured fora while in the Priſon 
of that City, where offendors againſt your Laws 
are uſually and onely ought to be kept and de- 
tained, 

We ſhall nor meddle with the Conditions of 
thoſe perſons, nor the quality of their Crimes, 
which as they are not cognifable before your 
Lordfhips, will ſo much the lefle concern us to 
take notice of; Onely thus far we defire to take 
this fair advantage and opportunity of declaring 
our Abhorrance & Deteſtation of that Monſtrous 
and Unparalteld Fa&,. whereby the Life of thac 
Pious'and ExceMent Prince King CHARLES the 
Firſt of Great Brittain was ſo Traiteroufly and 
Barbaroufly taken away by ſome wicked Regi- 
cidesin that Kingdome, tothe great ſcanda' and 
Infamy of the reformed Churches throughoue 
Chriſtendome, 'and more peculiarly imputed to 


thoſe of our Profeſſion 'and perſwaſion.

Every Circumſtance of that impions Fact we 


do from gur heart diſclajme,. and with fear and 


trembling admire and adore the Divine Juſtice 


1n overtakiog that wickedneſſe, and heaping the. 


bloud ſpilt by tho ſe menupon their own heads, 
by a miraculous reſtitetigz of the Sor of that blefſ. 
{ed Priace ta the Throne of his Anceſtors; the 
extent of whoſe merciful diſpoſition* is juſtly 
obſtrufted and impeded towards thoſe Perſons. 


Buc that which we have to lay before your 


Lordinips, is the naked and abſtraqted condition 
of theſe mea (as Forraigners and as they relate to 
us) from any Engliſh Charge or Guilt whatſoe- 
ver, of which as before, we ſaid your Lordſhips 
are not competent Judges,and indeed no.Judges 
ar 31] ; & therefore quo jureorin what in latitude 
of equity , conld your Lordſhips firſt appre- 
hend them by your Order and by your Officer, 
then ſecure them in your Priſon 5 and laſtly 
without cauſe ſhown or compeering them, deli» 
ver them into the hands of the Engliſh to be 
{cnt home to their Tryall and Condemna= 
tion 18 our ſcruple. | 

In the Articlesof the Union of theſe Confede- 
rate Provinces, there 1s expreſſe-caution, againſt 
any ſuch Deliveries, nothing iggmore: frequene 
in all the Records, Regiſters, and Afts of the ſe- 
veral Treaties, Dyet:, and General Councils , 
which we forbear to recite becauſe they are nu- 
mercus and moſt evident :. nor ſhall we mention 


the reaſons of. thole Lawes and Decrees becauſe. 


they are as obvions. But ſoſtrit has the obſer-

vation of them been, that an Offender in one of 
theſe Provinces efeaping into another , hath 
thereby avoided the penalty of the Law, and un- 
leſle for great capital crimes never was remitted 
to the place of his Fact. 3, 

We ſhall forbear to name how from(#elibas ini- 
tis Roma crevit)) from ſuch beginnings (the con- 
flux of all fort of looſe people,) great Rome pre- 
ſently roſe unto her Empire, becauſe it may ſeem 
2 calumny of this Stare, and by our Enemies be 
refleted on: ourſelves': Bat this is moſt certain, 
that no ſmall additaments of wealth and power, 
have accrued to the Netherlands, fince it hath 
been the common receptacle of all Nations, by 
whoſe joynt Arts and Manufactures as weil as 
Arms they have improved themiſclvesto this pu- 
Hant Grandeur. Nor is there any Precedent or 
Example of this Nature that octurs to us in alt 
your Hiſtories, The incomparably Learned 
Hugo Gretins,the Honour of this Country and beſt 
Judge in this caſe, though he'feems to eacline'to- 
the denying of ſubrerfuge to notorious and hain- 
ous offenders, yet hath he an expedient for them, 
which we thought fit to reduce to your Lotd- 
ſhips Memory. * Snch then areto bepuailht'or 
© yielded, or removed atleaftz ſo the Cyme7 in 
@ Herodotus when they neither wolild deliver Pa- 
" Fyes the Perſiar,nor durſt retain him, permitted: 
*him todepartto Aitylewe, Perſeus King of Mace- 
© {oz in his defence to Martins ſpeaking of thoſe 
*that were ſaid to haveconſpir dagaiaſt Exweners,...,,. _.

So it appears that the League with this State, 
being the half of that Dutchy of Burgundy directs 
expulſion? & we remember very well, that in the 
Treaty this State made with 0liver Cromwel ſoon 
after thoſe Naval Fights, 1654. the moſt -preſt 
Article by him, as mainly conducing to his ſecu- 
rity in the Ulſurpation, was, that if any of the 
Enemies of the Commonwealth of England (who 
they were then reputed and taken to.be, ve 
liſt not nor 1s it to our purpoſe to. mention) 
ſhould come inro thoſe Provinces, the States 
were enjoyned upon notice. and diſcovery of 
their being there, towarn them to depart within 
fuurteen;dayes out of any of their Terricaries, 
under

ſhewed no more reſpect to:the intereſt of his il- 
luſtrious Highnefle the Prince 'of Avrange, the 
Engliſh Royaliſts departing - at the- prefixed 
Time... --. | 
 Tofay that theſe. men are Hoſies Humani Genes 
ris, publique Enemies of mankind, .in that they 
bave violated all Lawes both Divine and Hu- 
mane, is ſome igentive toincompaiicn,, but ns 
rule of Juſtice. For firſt they ſhould have been 
declared ſo ia thefe Provinces, as is uſual to-_ 
wards Pyrates, who yet notwithſtanding find 
in ſome Countries defence and ſafeguard 3 Fer 
the knowledge of the cauſe ought to proceed the dedi- 
tion and render of the criminal ſaith Grotins again.
